Twice Krause tvas found guilty and 
sentenced to Ufa Imprisonment and 
in the two other trials the jury dis- 
agreed. He Is totally blind. 
The Kraus case is believed to be 


the only one in the history of Ne- 
braska courts where a man was tried 
five times on a charge of this kind. 
At the time of the enactment of: tha 
fragedy for which'he was prosecuted 
he was twenty-five years old and 
his wife one year younger. 
They 


lived on a farm In the southern part 
of Saline county and had a daughter 
four years old and a son two years 
old. The evidence disclosed that he 
was addicted to the Intemperate use 
of intoxicating liquors, neglecting his 
family, himself and all that was dear 
to him. 
It was disclosed that on the day of 


the killing, February 20. 1917, Kraus 
went to tlie village of Pay kin across 
the line in Jefferson county, and ob- 
tained liquor, which he drank, taking 
a quantity home with him. 
He ate 


supper and drank more. 
It was 


shown that for year- he had had a 
delusion that he and his wife were 
suffering from tuberculosis, whi<~h he 
believed incurable and communicable, 
so that his children -would contract it. 


He went to bed that night but 


could not sleep, he said, having- hor- 
rible visions of the condition of. the 
members of his family and himself. 
He believed that he was commanded 
by God to kill them nnd himself and 
he finallv shot his wife and later the 
two children. The boy was shot twice 
and all died. 
The bodies were laid 


On a feather tick on the floor of the 
kitchen. Kraus 
fixing a place for 


himself beside them. 
Then he sat 


dott-n and wroto sonio poetry to tho 
effect that hp was belrg persecuted 
not only l>v the world at large but 
by his many friends; that he was 
misunderstood by his friends and by 
his wife as well. 
Because of the 


dread disease to which he believed 
thev were doomed he did' not want 
hln loved ones to remain. He made 
complete 
arrangements 
E,"3out 
his 


property, his debts and his burial. 


Tries to Kill Self. 


These details attended to Kraus re- 


loaded his revolver and tired & bullet 
Into his left tomple. 
The ball went 


through the head and completely de- 
Btroved his eyesight. 
He fired an- 


other bullet -which remaind in the 
brain substance ruid some time later 
a third, which lodged a half inch be- 
low the npex of the heart end re- 
mains there. 
Then he tried to reach 


a razor which lay On the clock shelf. 
his bloody finger prints showing on 
the wall. Owing to weakness he fell 
and remained in tho same position on 
the floor about twenty-four hours 
before being 
discovered.
